That Poverty and Meannefs are, as the 
World goes now, unlikely Means to pro¬ 
cure KefpcEb and Reverence, every Man 
is fenfible from his own Experience \ and 
how People are willing to receive Advice, 
or brook Reproof under fuck di[advantage- 
oils Recommendations, is from the fame Ex¬ 
perience eafily known • fo that if it be a 
Blemifh atid Reproach to a Church, to put 
her Priefts in thofe unhappy Circumfiances, 
which frufirate the great and foletm Ends 
of their Holy Function, or at leaf extream- 
ly hinder 'their good Endeavours in if, I 
think Poverty may be jttfily fil'd fo ', it is 
indeed fuch a notorious Blemifh, of fa 
large Extent and ill Confequtnce, that 
hardly any thing can atone for it', if any 
thing can, we may hope the pious Bounty 
of the Queen in her Fir(l Fruits and Tenths, 
and the ready Concurrence of the Paris A* 
me»t, will do it. 

Pray, Sir, how comes it to pa[,that 
in all other Cafes a competent, andeveA 
an Honourable and Superfluous Allowance 
to thofe who favour a Caufe, and are the 
Defenders of it, Jhould be efteem'd a cer¬ 
tain and infallible Mark of our good Will 
to the Caufe it felf I and in this, on the 
contrary, oUr fiarving the Profefforsof Re¬ 
ligion, jhould be a Sign of our Lming.and 
Embraceing it I Here, mtthirsks, with 
all your Wit and Flourifhes of Learning, 
A % yea 
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you can never come off, except only by Re- 
ftefting upon the ufefulnefs, as well as the 
great Dignity of Holy Orders, whtch, J 
hope, yonr Religion will not allow you to 
be Cmlty of. 

Rat, if all other Arguments were of 
tco little force to evince the Truth of what 
we are after ting, that the Poverty of 
Pr lefts is a Blemifh to the Churchyet, 
one might juftly conceive, that the very 
*<Hftdcration of our Sovereigns unparaktl'd 
Beneficence might put it beyond dftpute. 
Tour Papers are fall of Queries, pleafe 
therefore to Reftlvejne. this one, How it is 
confi(lent with the Prudence or the Charity 
of Her Majefty, to part with fo Noble a 
Branch of Her Royal Revenue, purely to 
diveft Chriftianity of what, you pretend, 
are its greateft Ornaments, Poverty and 
Contempt 1 This fure looks a little odd . 1 
hope all who have any Regard for QUEEN 
ANNE, take Her late unexampled Cha¬ 
rity, as an undoubted Pledge of Her Piety 
and Goodneft She, Good Lady, was doubt - 
left ftnfibte, to what Slights and Infamy 
the poor Priefts of God are expos'd, and 
from fitch Vfiage She forefaw, how, in an 
Atheiftical and Prophane Age, Religion 
it fitlfmuft fiuffer. 'Twas therefore, to pro, 
mote the valuable Jnterefts of Probity and 
Holinefis, to prevent the Fatal ill Effells of 
4 defpis'd Clergy, that Excited Her Com- 
pajfion. This, She thought, as it tended 
to the Glory and Honour of God, would 
ftcure a Bleffing, upon alt Her underta¬ 
kings*, and no doubt, God having declar'd,, 
theft who Honour him, he will Honour % 
ft Generous and Charitable a Deed will 
meet with Approbation and Acceptance at 
his hands . 

Thus therefore 1 imagine 9 tis briefly 
clear'd, that in the fir ft Sence, confidenng 
the Matter abftlutefy, the Poverty of the 
Clergy argues a want of that juft concern 
far Piety, which, all Good Chriftians ought 


to have, and fo becomes Scandalous in a 
Private Perfon, but much more in the 
Church. Then if we- conftder it compara¬ 
tively, how mean and little, and contempti¬ 
ble muft the Church of England appear? 
in the- Eyes of others abroad, whilft Her 
Priefts groan under the heavy Burden of 
Poverty at home ? What Encouragement 
will there be, for Men of Parts and Learning 
to Engage in her Defence, to refift. the 
Induftrious efforts of Cruel Popery, or the 
fly Sat an i cal informations of Schifm ? And 
if fuuh Dangerous and "Unpopular Works 
as thtfe, are the buftneft of our Reverend 
Clergy •, if thefe are they which have alt 
along in former Ages, and do now render 
them fo deftrvedly Illuftrious among Aten 
of Sence and Honour, when nothing but 
Rags and Scorn are to be met with from 
the Gown-, 1 believe the Church of Eng¬ 
land will loft Her Reputation, and in- 
fttad of being the Joy of the whole Earth,, 
will at length become a By-word and Scan¬ 
dal in it. Perhaps thofe Excellent and' 
Learned Works, which extort honourable 
confeftions,from our Ingenuous Adverfuries, , 
and which gave Rife- to .that noted faying. 
Stupor Mundi Clerus Anglise, perhaps, 
1 fay, if People could have been of your 
Mind,theft,to the great detriment of Re- 
ligion, would have never been Wrote or 
never Publifi'd »

on the Gentleman’s Argument to Her 

Majefty’s 







Majefty’s Charity, the Oxford Gentle- 
Men were under the miftake before 
mention’d; and they are willing to 
joyn iflue with him on that Head, that 
Poverty in it felf can be no Reproach 
to the Church of Chrift} nor to any 
particular Church in the World. 

On the other hand, as the Clergy 
of a Church, Enjoying the Wealth, 
Oppulenc£*ipd Riches ot that Church, 
fufFer at the fame Time, fome other 
of their Fellow-Labourers to Starve in 
their Matters Vineyard \ they at the 
fame Time being able to ReXify, 
Cure, or Allay the Evil, this is without 
doubt a Reproach. 

But to bring this to a Point, Nei¬ 
ther is this laft a Reproach to the 
Church of England as a Church ; but 
to her Clergy, Gentry, Nobillity or 
Conftitution as a Civil Body, lince 
in her Politick Capacity, She appears 

able to Remedy it-Now as the 

Oxford Addrefs took no care to di- 

ftinguifh this, but exprefly to fay- 

That her Poverty had brought a blemifh 
upon her , which as a Church cannot 
be True, as a National and Politick 
Society it may, and thus it is the So¬ 
ciety’s Opinion ; the Reflexions on the 
Addrefs are thus far juft, and both 
ways our former Observations were 
Right. 

T H E Author of this Paper, in No- 
mineSocietatis, profeflesto be Ma- 
ft'er of no Extraordinary Talent in'Pht- 
lofophy , and particularly in Phyficks •, but 
Nature making Tolerable Difcovery of 
her felf in moft Parts needful for Com¬ 
mon Speculation, where Perfons ate- 
any thing observing of her, a compe¬

©n returns upon them, and they are to 
tell us what they mean by Matter ■, if 
they mean Corpus , then Spiritus non eft 
Materia , and there are other Beings be- 
lides Matter. 

_Nor can this Affair be pafs’d over 
without fome Reply to thofe Gentle¬ 
men, who run this very Debate up to 
a Terrible Extream, Fit. The denying 
the Being of Their Maker, and raile 
blafphemous Enquiry againft the Na¬ 
ture, Being, Poffibility and Power of a

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But if Fire here be under flood as E- 
lementury, ’tis a Decider of Contro¬ 
versies in Nature •, ’tis a Divider of 
Parts, a Converter of Species, ’tis 
wholly aftive, ’tis an Agreflor in Na¬ 
ture, it a&s by Confumption, Evapo¬ 
ration, Calcination, Vitrification, and 
Separation, with feveral other won¬ 
derful EfFe&s, which it has upon paf- 
five Nature •, and in this Scnce we are 
humbly of Opinion, the Fire may be 
faid to burn, and not the Coals.

cil'd to the Judge, tho ’ he difeover himfelf, 
fatisfie the Temporal Law , and expofe 
his Pet [on and Eft ate to the Severity of it. 

Achan kill'd no Man, ft ole no Mans 
Property , broke only a particular Law or 
Command,never enjoyn'd before, rarefy af¬ 
ter, did it alfo unfeen of all, whereby he 
might give ill Example to none, might en¬ 
rich himfelf and his, but impoverish none 
yet the thing that none knew was done (ex¬ 
cept God only) nor were Lofers by being 
done, the juft God and AllWife, would 
have brought to Light, and divulged to all 
the Nation if not Nations, and that by A- 
chan'j own Mouth, his reafoning that he 
might repent and reconcile himfelf to God , 
in as publick a manner as he fin'd againjl 
him ; that he would flight the Booty , ne¬

All the Socfety think fit to fay in 
this Cafe is, t'*at the Examples are 
oiifereht; Achm, like a Man taken up 
upon Sufpicioi, and charg’d home 
with the Fact, vasin the Hands of ju- 
llice. Jcjhua , like the Ordinary of 
pardoning the Simily v when a 
Malefa&or is Condemn’d upon poft- 
tive Evidence, and concurring Cir- 
cumftanccs , bix obftinately neriifts in 
Denying the Faff, urges him to con- 
tefs, and give Glory to God, urges to 
Ackan the vifibb Difcovery Providence 
haa made of hisGuilt; the Loc bavins 
by immediate DiredHon iingl’d him 
out as the Perfoi, urges him to give 
Glory to the infinite Knowledge of 
God, from whcm he law plainly no¬ 
thing could be conceal’d -, and there¬ 
fore before fome other miraculous De¬ 
tection was mad:,he Ihould throw hitn- 
felf at his Foct, and acknowledge 
the Guilt that vas thus apparently in 
a Way of Difcoveryand fo glorifie 
Divine Juftice by Confeffion of the Fa<9: 
and all its Particulars. 

Now with Suknifiion, here’s no fuch 
leading Difcovery of the Divine Will 
the Perlon is no« in the Hand of Ho* 
mane Juftice, no- any vifible Detection 
of the Fact ,• ant fo far immediate Di~ 
vnie Juftice does not feem to concern 
it lelf; and our Law making it lawfol 
fora Man not t> accufe himlelf, we 
Cannot think bimoblig’d. 

Further, Achat was not under equal 
Obligation to difcover his Guilt,before 
tne Lot had poirted him out, the Glo- 
ry of God was not fo particularly con¬ 
cern d before as it was after 5 when it 
feemd more than ordinarily at Stake 
to make it plain, that the Diredion of 
the Lot was in hi Hand, and that his 
Providence could difeover all fecret 
B Guiit, 
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Guilt without the Help of the Perfon 
concern’d. 

As to the Advice to the Perfon, to 
obtain the Queen’s Pardon, it feems 
wide of the Cafe v tor the Queen may 
fufpend Panifhmcnt, but how will the 
Glory of God be clear’d, eacreas’d, 
or vindicated in that? On the other 
Hand y Our Law of Appeals, Paper- 
fedes the Queen’s Pardon, and expofes 
a Criminal to be Hang’d with the 
Queen’s Pardon in his Pocket; and fo 
that Propofol is nothing at all to the 
Purpofe. 

Upon the whole, we cannot think 
the Perfon bound to be his own Execu¬ 
tioner, by furreudring; God is equal¬ 
ly glorified by a fincere, hearty Re¬ 
pentance, as by any AS a Man can do; 
and the putting himfelf into the Hands 
of the Law, can have nothing, that I 
know, In Scripture to juflifie it-, uniefs 
they will prove slchiw was bound to 
confcfs his Crime before the Lot had 
found him out. 

N Ow rauft the Author of this Pa¬ 
per turn Cafuifi, and from a very, 
mean Philofopher, turn as indifferent a 
Divine. He heartily asks Pardon of all 
'She Gentlemen of the Pulpit, for in¬ 
vading their Province y he was once of 
the Mind to have pretended with the 
Athenian Mercury, that we had a Ma¬
